During a drouth, farm ers and 
ranchers continue to apply con- 
. n e r v a t i o n practices that give 
them results in conserving s o i l 
and water, and in turn, a greater 
harvest is gathered from t h e i r 
land. 
The building of farm ponds for 
better distribution of grazing land 
is a conservation practice that 
has been applied on many farm s 
and ranches in recent months. 
This has come about because of 
mad/” juate water in ponds over 
the dry seasons we have b e e n 
having. The location of water is 
an important factor in controlling 
grazing on land when it is prop­ 
erly distributed in large pastures. 
Farm ponds have recently been 
built on the ranches of T. J. 
Wiemers, Ervin Bohmfalk, Wilkes 
Wiemers, Quihi; Elm er Leinweb- 
er, Hondo; Alvin Bader, Biry; 
and Harley Tschirhart, Rio Me­ 
dina. 
Farm ers constructing terraces 
are looking to tne tuiure, planning 
on holding all moisture possible 
when the rains come again. Since 
terraces are constructed on the 
level with the land, all rows plan 
ted will also be on the level, thus 
eliminating runoff of useful water 
and helps prevent soil erosion 
Woodrow Glasscock of D’Hanis 
is completing 33,960 feet of ter­ 
races this week. There will be 
little runoff or loss of water on 
this field and the produc t i o n 
yield should increase due to this 
conservation practice. 
One of the greatest problems 
that face farm ers and ranchers 
today is how to bring rangeland 
back to high production 
F arm ­ 
ers and ranchers have continuous­ 
ly tried to hold on to their choice 
cattle, hoping each day the wea­ 
ther condition would better itself. 
This is a natural thing for one to 
do, but the result has caused 
serious over-grazing and abuse 
of native range grasses. In many 
pastures there is nothing left but 
bare areas and invading brush 
To correct the abused bare pas­ 
tures many farm ers and ranch­ 


ers are turning to a conservation 
practice that is called “ r c o t - 
plowing and seeding” . Rootplow- 
ing is the use of heavy equip­ 
ment by dropping a blade 6 to 
12 inches below the surface and 
ripping the soil loose to t h a t 
depth. This also cuts and lifts 
out all invading brush that is of 
little value. A very high per cent 
of brush dies, 
leaving m o r e 
moisture for grass that is seeded 
the sam e time the pasture i s 
being rootplowed. The g r a s s 
planter is mounted on the trac­ 
tor doing the rootplowing. T h e 
soil is left loose and open for 
better penetration and hold i n g 
capacity of moisture.

S A N F O R D CLEARED BY 
COURT—A decision with f a r ­ 
reaching effect on political adver­ 
tising expenditures has been hand­ 
ed down by the Court of Criminal 
Appeals. 


The decision was made in con­ 
nection with an application o f 
Vernon T. Sanford, Texas Press 
Association m anager, for relief 
from two indictments returned 
against him by a McLennan Co. 
Grand Jury. Indictments charged 
ne had violated the Texas Elec­ 
tion Code by spending more than 
>25 for political advertising i n 
behalf of Ben Ramsey for Lt. 
Governor in 1954. 
Sanford and the TPA Board of 
Directors contended that any law 
which limits an individual to a 
$25 expenditure prohibits freedom 
of expression and therefore is un­ 
constitutional. 
In reviewing the matter, t h e 
court found that two laws on the 
same subject w^re in d i r e c t 
conflict. Each limited advertising 
to widely different amounts and 
set different penalties. Therefore 
both were declared invalid. 
Result: Charges against S a n ­ 
ford were dismissed and Texas 
now has no applicable law regard­ 
ing political advertising expendi­ 
tures by an individual.
